DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 51,53,55-56,58-62,64-68,73-81 are rejected under 35 
U.S-C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Gardner et al. 
Rejection is maintained same as in paper no. 18, mailed on 4/5/01 

Claims 52,57,63,69,70-72 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Gardner et al. 

Rejection is maintained same as in paper no. 18, mailed on 4/5/01 

Response to the applicant's response :Applicant's arguments filed on 4/5/01 have been fully 
considered but they are not persuasive. 

Applicant contend that Gardnei* et al does not inherently diffuse the fluorine. Applicant also show 
the support annealing in the range of 600-1000 C repair the damage of crystal and temperature 
1050-1200 C diffuse the dopant. However, Microchip Fabrication in page 342 last two lines 
teaches the dopants are conductive type dopant not non-conductive dopant such as fluorine. It is 
well known that fluorine gets mobilized at the annealing temperature of 500 C. (See Khosla et al 
col. 2, line 56-65). In view of the above well known statement, Gardner 's annealing step 
inherently diffuse the fluorine into the edges of the gate oxide from the spacers, but not into 
central portion of the gate oxide.
